uiſe of her counſell reſolued to eſtabliſhe her realmes, domintons, 
- and ſubtectes in ſtrength, aſwell in ciuill as in marttall pollicie, 

yng to the ſtate martiall. Þer Patieſtie geueth knowledge to all 
ſpectall perſons of good truft, there (halbe particuler inquiſitions 
made in all partes of the Kealme, in what ſo:t the fatutes and lawes of the ſame are obſerued, 
which are pzouided foz maintenaunce of the bzeede of hozſes, and foz kepyng and hauyng in redy- 
neſſe and duely furnyſſhed foz ſeruice of hozſes and geldynges, and of all maner of armour and 
weapons. Ind conſequently vpon ſuch tnquiſitions,her Mateſtie alſo meaneth ſpeedyly to haue 
parfite muſters made of theſam?, and the errours and lackes which therin (halbe founde, to be 
by frequent muſteryng and exerciſe artended and ſupplied, 
Ind becauſe her Pateſtie conſidereth, that the intermiſſion of tyme hath bzead ſome lacke of 
ſuch furniture as by the lawes vpon great paynes are required; her Pateltie being not of adiſpo, 
ſition to ble ſeueritie towardes her ſublectes, in reſpect of the penalttes alredy tuſtly due, but to 
baue all her people, asnowe the tyme requireth, to be in fkrength : chargeth and commaundeth 
all maner of perſons of all eſtates, to pzoutde and furnyſbe them ſelues, accozdyng as by anylaw 
o2 ſtatute, oz by anpother ſpectall tenure it ſhalbe founde to be due, of hozſes,geldpnges, armour, 
and weapons, and of meete perſons to ſerue therwith : ſo as the ſame may be fully redp befoze 
the firſt of Tpzil next, vpon ſuch penalties as by the lawes ſbalbe by ſpectral commiſſtons though 
all partes of the Realme foundedue, ndherin her Paſeſtie meaneth, in conſideration of this 
fauourable warnyng, not to ſpare 02 mittigate any maner of penaltie that (halbz due foz any 
part of the tyme pal, Ind thus much of her generall determination in the meane time her Mas 
teſtie hath thought good to notife by this her pzoclamatton, not doubting but ſuch other thinges 
as her Pateſtie intendeth ſhoztly hereafter to pzopounde to al her ſubtectes foz a further trength- 
nyng of them ſelues, ſhalbe well alowed, and duely executed, as tendyng pzincipally to the b:ne- 
fite of them ſelues, and to the honoz and ſuretie of the Realme againſt all eyentes,
